Co-operation of Labor—A Practical 
Suggestion. 

It is an unfortunate but inevitable law of 

human society, that the excesses of a good 


cause destroy respect even for the worth 
whieh it contains, ‘The wild theorizings and 


impracticable ideas of Socialism have pre- 
vented the majority of intelligent people from 
seeing the great, principles which lay at its 
base. Ne idea hae been put forward by mod- 


erneconomists which is so adapted to elevate 


the laboring classes, and amicably to connect 
capital and labor, as. that ef the codperation 
of labor. In certain branches of industry in | 
America this.principle has been  adopt- 


ed with great success, and our whale 
shipa,.. pilot. companies, fishing. fleets, 


as. well. as..some manufacturing as- 
sociations in Massachusetts show how 
practicable and profitable the idea has been. 


It fe simply that the laborers should have 


a ‘share in the profits as well as the work, 


ahd should combine for the purpose ef cheap- 
er purchasing and of mutual protection. 
Nowhere have these principles been so prac- 


ticalty and thoroughly carried, out as in some 
of the manufacturing towns of England. 
Most of our readers have heard of the cele- 
brated experiment of the Rochdale laborers, 
though probably few know the details. 
About forty of these simple,” humble \men 
formed an agsociation in 1844, with a capital 
of some $140, which was raised by weekly 
subscriptions of four cents each. Their first 


object was to buy provisions, more’ cheaply 
than they had been.able to do individually. 


A store waa firat opened ; then they intested 
im om: “‘cosperative corn-mill.” In thirteen 


years they had opened and carried out sevon 
different departments, all suceessfully—in 


grocery, drapery, butchering, shoemsking, 
clogging, tailoring and wholesale. Buying. by

ves much more cheaply: than they 
could before, and to sell to others at lower 
rates... They, provided also far the mind, and 
sustained a library and reading-room of the 
best quality; setting apart @ regular fund for 
educational purposes.
